Many dairy- 
men 4id not have stables to meet re- 
quirements and it would take all of 
their profits for the winter to make!

Unless the require- 
ments were met the owners would be| 
given but short notice to dispose of 
their animals,

The provincial estimate of the 
yield of field crops places the total 
wheat harvest at 391,425,000 bushels, 
which is an average yield of 17 1-2 
bushels from 22,422,693 acres. The 
1916 crop totalled 393,542 000 bushels 
from 15,109,416 acres, or an @verage of 
26 bushels an acre, 

The yield an acre this year is higher 
than any year eince 1915 which was 
the famous “bumper crop" year. Laat 
year's final estimate of total yield was 
300,858,100 bushels from 23,261,224 
acres, aD average of 13 bushels an acre.

Calgary, Noy, 20.—Positive evidence that Florence Lasandre 
opened fire upon Steve Lawson as he had his arms around Picaricllo's 
neck was given by Pearl Lawaon, the nine-year-old daughter of the 
murdered constable in court Wednesday morning. She did not sce 
the man shoot, and did not see who fired the last shot when her 
father fell. 

George Allen of Nelson, who was in Blairmore on the day of the 
murder, said that he saw Picariello in Blairmore in front of the 
Alberta hotel between five and six o’clook. ‘‘Pie’’ spoke to Allen and 
said he heard his boy had beon shot. Allon declared that Picariello at 
that time had said: ‘'I do not like this shooting business, If they 
start shooting, I can shoot too.’’ 

James Allen, a merchant of Coleman, teatified that he saw three 
gun flashes which appeared to come from the body of the car, but 
he did not see the last two flashes, Four or five shots were fired, 

Evidence Accepted by Judge. 

Pearl Lawson was the principal witness and despite tho long 
examination and cross-examination, the child told her story of the 
events thatyoccurred on the night of her fathor’s murder, 

Mr. McGillivray, for the crown, addressed the court when Poarl 
was called, pointing out that the child was too young to be sworn. 
He felt, however, that it was his duty to call the child as a witnosa, 
but would leave the matter to Mr. Justice Walsh, Under section 16 
of the Canada Evidence Act, a certain discretion was allowed the 
presiding judge. 

Mr. Justice Walsh questioned the child for a moment and aaid: 
“T will take her unsworn-evidence. She appears to be a child of in- 
telligence.’’

[Proportional Representation 3 
The purpose of proportionetrep- 
‘resentation is to prevent the rule 
of the majority. It is achieved by a 
system of voting under which the 
voter does not know when he casts 
his vote or whom it will help to 
elect or defeat. Before the recent 
civic elections in Winnipeg the 
Free Press carried the following 
editorial direction as to marking 
ballots under the proportional 
system of voting: 

“Voting preferences are in- 
dicated by the use of numerals, 
Foy the mayoralty the elector 
will indicate his choice by using 
the numeral 1, against the name 
of the approved candidate. 

‘In the aldermanic and 
schoo] trustee contests electors 
will mark 1 against their first 
choice, 2 against their next 
choice and so on. The pro- 
cedure, in the smaller constit- 
uencies, is identical with that 
followed in the provincial elec- 
tion in Winnipeg last July with 
which all are familiar.’’ 

The Tribune carried an adver- 
tisement in the interests of Mayor- 
al Candidate Sparling, the con- 
cluding portion of which read as 
follows : 

‘Elect Sparling and the ald- 

ermanic candidates listed below. 

‘“Ward 1—Herbert Gray, Mrs. 
Jessie Kirk, E, T. Leech, A. H. 
Pulford, R. V. Waitt. 

‘‘Ward 2—Thos. Boyd, J. A. 
McKerchar, 

““Ward 8—Col. Dan McLean, 
J. L. Wiginton. 

‘Remember that this is pro- 
portional representation, and 
you must mark your ballots 
with figures according to your 
choice, and that in Ward One, 
if you wish to secure the elee- 
tion of three of these candidates, 
you should mark your ballot for 
the whole five: 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, ac- 
cording to preferences.’’ 

If an aldermanic candidate 
eeceives more than a certain num- 
ber of number one votes the re- 
mainder are counted for some 
other candidate. How the num- 
ber two, three, four and five 
choices are counted no one has yet 
heen able to explain so that any 
one else could understand. No 
wonder that under such circum- 
stances @ large proportion of the 
electors refrained from voting. 
The only interest a citizen has in 
using his franchise is to secure the 
election of some certain candidate. 
Tf his vote is to be counted to elect 
some one else than the man he 
wishes to elect why should he 
trouble to vote at all? And ex- 
perience shows that he does not. 
Democracy is the rule of the ma- 
jority, proportional representa- 
tion is a scheme to prevent demo- 
cratic government. It is a means 
to enable class organization to 
establish group government. It 
is an expression of the idea of the 
section against the state; the class 
against the nation.

While the 
statement shows improvement in 
some important particulars there 
are features of the situation that 
are of the most pressing import- 
ance to a large proportion of the 
sitizens and in regard to which 
the situation is anything but satis.

428 of the report the statement at 
the top of the page gives the total 
taxes collected for the year as 
$3,684,984, and at the bottom of 
the same page under the heading 
‘‘Amount collected, including ar- 
rears’’ is given as $3,881,984. In 
the one case the per head tax 
amounts to #60 per head and in 
the other to $64 per head. That 
auch a burden of taxation has not 
shut up the shops, closed down the 
industries and stopped home and 
business building operations is evi- 
dence of the substantial founda- 
tion of trade, industry, transpor- 
tation and finance on which the 
city rests. But it must be clear 
that a.Jess burden of \ taxation 
would have-enabled trade, indus- 
try, transportation and finance to 
expand and flourish mush more 
greatly. That we have been able 
to pay such enormous toll for the 
privilege of residing in and doing 
business in Edmonton is an evi- 
dence of thegtrength and stabliity 
of the place, but is scarcely a mat- 
ter upon which those who are in 
charge of our civic business can 
fairly congratulate either them- 
selves or us. 

Ag one result of the raising of 
such an enormous tax levy the 


civic reports shows on page '46 that 


on December 31st, 1920, the city 
had taken from the private owners 
property of the assessed value of 
#8,709,937, in satisfaction of taxes 
amounting to $3,961,291. This pro- 
aos of confiscation of private pro- 
perty by the city for inability of 
the owners to bear the increasing 
burden of taxation has been going 
on at a more and more rapid rate 
year by year. In most cases this 
property meant a much greater 
cash investment by the owner 
than the assessed value. What has 
happened sinte December 31°t, 
1920 in the matter of tranaferring 
private property to the city for 
failure to pay taxes is not disclos- 
ed by the report. Neither is there 
anything to indicate that the pro- 
cess of ‘‘nationalization”’ by taxa- 


tion has either ceased or slack- | Leagu 


ened. 
As already stated the present 


€ivic administration is not respon- 


gible for the circumstances which 
have brought about these condi- 
tions. But it is responsible for fail- 
ure to better them by substantially 
reducing the controllable expendi- 
ture, so that the burden of taxa- 
tion might be corespondingly re- 
duced. 

There does not seem to be a com- 
parative statement of controllable 
expenditure contained in the re- 
port, but on page 38 the total ex- 
penditure for 1921 is stated to 
have been $4,526,463. Of this, de- 
benture charges of the city 
amounted to $1,440,909, and of 
the schools $265,569 or a total 
$1,705,478. Cost of operating 
schools amounted to $1,011,427. So 
that these three items which are 
outside the control of the city 
council amounted to $2,717,905, 
leaving $1,808,558 of expenditure 
that is or should be controlled by 
the council. 

Although there is not a yearly 
comparison of the total expendi- 
ture there is a yearly comparison 
of the total amount paid in wages, 
from 1918 to 1920 inclusive. The 
changes in the amount paid in 
salaries and wages each year is a 
fair indication of the tendency of 
the administration for or ageinat | 
economy. I'he statement is as fol- 
lows:
